The American Red Cross, an insti­ 
tution thst was brohght closely home 
to the public during the days of the 
war, when its real worth was 
bo 
strikingly demonstrated, is today be­ 
ginning its third annual roll call, or 
appeal for memberships. 
The drive 
will very appropriately close on No­ 
vember 11—armistice day—a red let­ 
ter in the American calendar. 
In the campaigns of the past, the 
booming of cannon on the western 
front, the daily casualty lists con­ 
taminant^ names of friends and rela-, 
tives, conducted their own propaganda 
for this great organization. 
Twenty 
million persons enrolled themselves 
as agents of humantty and gave their 
“bit” to aid in staunching the 
red 
blood that was gushing from 
the 
wounds of patriotic soldiers. 
As the 
“mother” of soldiers, the Red Cross 
did a noble work. Its usefulness, how­ 
ever, was only accentuated by the 
crimson setting of battle, for in the 
milder days that follow the cessa­ 
tion of hostilities it has an equally 
great mission to perform, and its ap­ 
peal should be no less keen than it 
was a year ago. 
The signing of the armistice did not 
terminate the government's duty to 
the men who fought for their country. 
That contract will not be completed 
until every service man 
has 
been 
looked after and cared for, until the j 
maimed 
have 
received 
vocational 
training, until the tuberculous have 
been sought out and treated, until the 
thousands of little odds and ends of 
red taps hsve been smoothed out and 
untangled and every hero of camp and 
trench has received everything that 
is coming to him. 
To continue this 
work is the purpose of the Home Ser­ 
vice Section of the Red Cross, a ser-> 
vice that maintains ita offices and its 
agents in every county; a service that 
reaches out into the remotest ham­ 
lets.

Condition Explained 


This final statement by Henry P. 
Davidson, shows exactly the pres- 
3®t financial conditions of the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross: 
“As former chairman of the War 
Ck^incil of the American Red Cross, 
tnd now as a member of its executive 
committee, I address this statement 
to the American people concerning the 
financial basis of the appeal of the 
Red Cross during the next week for 
members and for a new fund of $15,- 
300,000. 
When the W ar Council on February 
28, last, turned over the management 
>f the Red Cross to the permanent 
fxecutive 
committee, 
the 
records 
ihowed a book balance of $127,000,- 
000 still remaining out of the two 
War Fund Drives. 
Of this amount 
$33,000,000 was in the hands of th e, 
4,000 odd chapters for 
their 
local 
work and $54,000,000 was represented 
by goods for relief abroad either al­ 
ready in Europe or in process of 
shipment. 
Some 
$41,000,000 
re 
nrurined available for new purposes. 
On February 28, the expenses of 
the Red Cross wfcre at their peak, this 
peak continuing for some ninety days 
subsequently. 
During 
that 
period 
practically our whdle Army was un­ 
der arms or in process of demobiliza­ 
tion and relatively few men had been 
discharged from our hospitals. 
The 
work for families of soldiers did not 
ittain its pealoftntil the first of April. 
Fhese situations entailed very great 
axpenses to the Red Cross. 
Abroad the coming of peace opened 
ap areas unbelievably devastated par­ 
ticularly in the countries in eastern 
Europe. 
Such was the magnitude of 
the task of administering relief that 
for awhile the Red Cross feared that 
the funds on hand would be insuffi­ 
cient to last until this November. 
This effective work of those directly 
in charge of the activities enabled the 
Red Cross to wind up more rapidly 
than had been anticipated that portibn 
of the work which was susceptible 
of being terminated and ¿for which ap­ 
propriations had been made on a war­ 
time scale. 
As a result there were 
many savings from 
appropriations 
made and the reports for the month of 
September show that for the coming 
year approximately $14,600,000 will [ 
remain and be available out of the 
$41.000,000 turned over by the wai 
council on February 28. 
This sum 
of $14,600,000 will be added to the 
proceeds of the campaign which be­ 
gins next week. 
The Red Cross must now complete 
its work for our soldiers and their 
families and round out Its wartime 
program. 
In Europe the needs for 
aid are simply without limit. 
The 
larger needs can only be met by the 
governments but there is an imperar 
tive call for emergency relief where 
the processes of government are too 
slow to aid those suffering acute af­ 
fliction. 
The sum now asked for by 
the Red Cross will enable this great 
organization to do a well proportion­ 
ed piece of relief work abroad and 
carry out at home its activities plan­ 
ned for the new year and furnished 
proper reserves to provide for emer­ 
gencies or disasters. 
The American people who have re­ 
sponded so wholeheartedly ami upon 
such a magnificent scale to past ap­ 
peals of the Red Cross will, 1 am sure, 
be eager again to avail themselves 
during the coining week of the op­ 
portunity to enlist themselves on the 
rolls of the Red Cross and thereby 
rededicate the efforts of this great 
organisation to the service of human-
